The Approaching Commercial Con- 
vention anti Louisville. 

The busy sounds of preparation for this 
convention are increasing daily. 

There will be assembled here thousand? 
of men from all parts of America, many i 
of whom arc pract ical and shrewd business i 
men, and manufacturers— men who con- 
tinually look out for profitable points for 
the investment of spare capital. 

Would it not be well to have all the ad- 
vantageous facts of our situation placed 
before them, in order that they may make 
up then- minds understandingly as regards 
business, or investment here? Some tiq^e 
since we wrote an article in regard to the 
gradual transfer, that is certainly taking 
place, of manufacture from the East to 
the West, in textile fabrics. The lute fair 
at Cincinnati but confirms the assertions 
made at that time. We are located at a 
point convenient of access for freights, by 
railway or water, to the wool regions on 
one hand and the cotton regions on the 
other, to the great and various mineral 
deposits, ami the regions of boundlies 
grain fields, with busy notes of a conflict 
around us for the mastery in the manufac- 
ture and distribution of these riches. 
Shall it be longer said of our city that she 
is satisfied to play second fid<Ue to the en- 
ergy and skill of other and distant locali- 
ties? It is time for petty internal, local 
jealousy to cease; it is time for local dmu- 
agogueism and lmmbuggery to die.. We 
must cast off the village-like, county-town 
kind of life that we now ha\>, and be a 
city indeed; with great enemies to meet 
and greats difficulties to overcome, but 
with great advantages to assist us in over- 
coming them. 

A per-istence in the apathy, icy cold- 
ness and indifference — yea, almost insult- 
ing manner — with which the men have 
been met, who were striving to awaken in 
our citizens a knowledge of the true inter- 
est oi'cur city, and the great dangers that 
surround her, incomprehensible as this ac- 
tion i-s, certainly cannot be indulged much 
longer in the future. The so.t method, of 
facts upon facts, arguments upon argu- 
ments, may fail of effect. The hard knocks 
of tlie stones of outside rivalry and eor.i- 
p ting energy will finally bring u# down to 
a thinking and acting state. Success is 
not assured to u.s without our own organ- 
ized and speedy and persistent efforts; 
this city has no life-time lease of increas- 
ing and continued prosperity. 

Whc doubts that there is a great battle 
to be fought fur the ascendancy? Shall 
want of examination into tbe best tactics 
with which to meet our enemies, defeat us? 
Croaking is, and will be, a poor weapon. 
Yet how many croak; verily, we have 
h re the king of the crows. It is an es- 
tablished fact, that ignorance breeds 
croaking; the intelligent, active, practical 
nmn never uses the ominous note of that 
melancholy sable bird. 

Our peculiar advantages for manufac- 
ture should not only be fully put- forth be 
forh that convention, but our own citizens 
should organize to practically operate 
them. 

Railroads and steamboats are only tlie 
facilities toward exit and access. If the 
saiqe liberality had been extended to im- 
portant works, inside the city, that lias 
been lavishly scattered outside, now we 
should have been without a rival as a 
manufacturing city. 

Our contention is with the great cities 
of Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, all 
striving for Southern trade, and in which 
they have been in a great measure success- 
ful. 

Chicago, with her air-line to Evansville, 
through Danville, Illinois (lacking only 2."> 
miles of completion), and thence to Nash- 
ville, expects to get tobacco from Western 
Kentucky as well as sugar and cotton 
from further south. When we take into 
consideration the large population she has 
to supply, west and northwest of her, it 
will be no small quantity she will need. 
Chicago merchants are better known to- 
day in New Orleans than those of Louis- 
ville 

The same can be said of her other line 
through Cairo and on to Mobile. She is 
also taking steps to increase her sales to 
the Pacific coast, becoming allied to the 
great San Francisco. 

St. Louis, with her direct line railway 
by Columbus, Kentucky, on toward Mo- 
bile and New Orleans, combats for the 
same trade. With her Southwest Mis- 
souri railroad piercing Arkansas and 
Texas, she strives for that trade, making 
connection also with the Southern Pacific 
road. 

Cincinnati — We have before ns a map 
furnished by Colonel McGaw, Chief Engi- 
neer of the Cincinnati and Chattanooga* 
railroad, on which the route for that road 
is laid down. It is exactly the route we 
stated would be adopted in an article 
sometime ago, viz: Through Lexington, 
Nieholasville and Danville, Kentucky, to 
Chitwood, near the State line, thence to 
Chattanooga, with a branch through Elk 
Gap, forty-five miles to Knoxville, proba- 
bly another branch from Chitwood to 
Sparta, thus drawing from a country, 
which has heretofore dealt largely here. 

Do these things affect us? Let him who 
is blind say no. 

Ostrich tactics will not do for us. Those 
who have not only their eyes but their ears 
filled with sand should have it shaken out. 

These cities have felt safe in beholding 
the listlessness and apathy with which we 
neglected our internal resources. A de- 
termined move now on our part will be a 
shot between wind and water. 

A determined move now towards an in- 
auguration of cheap tnanufactres will even 
draw capital from them. Away, then, 
with all delay. Make every effort — gain 
all possible information practically re- 
garding the work before us, and which 
ire hare To do — will be compelled to do. 
Every item proclaiming the progress of 
these cities is but as a distant cannon 
shot proclaiming a rapidly closing death 
struggle. 

All the world around us is wide awake, 
and he who strives not now may strive in 
vain in the future. M.

LADY ETItOrJ ALMOST INSANE. 
AN EXPLAN ATION OF II EK CONDI C T 



To the Editor of' the London Doih) Xetra: 
Sir — Being temporarily at this distance 
from town, and, therefore, not seeing all 
that may have appe ired in the newspapers 
regarding Mrs. Beecher Stowe s extraordi- 
nary attac k on the memory of Lord Byron, 

I hope that 1 may have been forestalled in 
some of my observations on the subject of 
good old English fair play, especially to- 
ward the dead But I do not feel that I 
should be- justified in my conscience if I 
did not. rfn such an occasion, state some 
facts which my personal knowledge of 
Lady Byron made familiar to me. 

I knew her for some years, and occa- 
sionally visited her at her house iu 
town, at her summer residence in Rich- 
mond, at Eton, and met her at her son-in- 
law’s — Lord Lovelace — at Ockham. She 
also visited ns at Esher and Highgate. I 
am sure that Lady Byron was a woman of 
the most honorable and conscientious in- 
tentions; but she was subject to a consti- 
tutional idiosyneracy of a most peculiar 
kind, which rendered her, when under its 
influence, absolutely and persistently un- 
just. I am quite sure, from my own ob- 
servation of her. that when seized by this 
peculiar condition of the nerves, sh" was 
helplessly under its control. Through 
this the changes in her mood were sudden, 
and most painful to all about her. I have 
seen her of an c\ening in the most ami- 
able, cordial, and sunny humor, full of in- 
terest and sympathy, and 1 have seen her 
the next morning come down as if she 
had lain all night not on a feather bed, 
but on a glacier — frozen as it were to the 
very soul, and no efforts on the part of 
thos“ around her could restore her for the 
day to a genial social warmth. In such 
moments she seemed to take sudden and 
deep irapres ions against persons and 
things which, though the worst might pass 
a vay, left a permanent effect. Let me 
give an instance or two. 

Lady Byron wa--, at the period I speak 
of, deeply interest. J in the establishment 
ol the working schools for the education 
of children of the laboring classes. She 
induced Lord Lovelace to erect one at 
Ockham: she built one on her estate at 
Kirby Mallory, in Leicestershire. On one 
occasion, in one of her most amiable 
moods, rhe asked me to lunch with her in 
town, that we might discuss her plans for 
this system of education. She promised 
to arrange that we should not be interrupt- 
ed for s<<me hours, i went at the time 
fixed, but, to my consternation,- found her 
in cme of her frozen fits. The touch of 
her haud was like that of death; in her 
manner there was the silence of the grave. 
\V r e sat down to luncheon by ourselves, 
and I endeavored to break the ice by 
speaking of the incidents of the day. It 
was in vain. The devil of the North pole 
was upon her, and 1 could only extract 
icy monosyllables. When we returned 
to the drawing-room 1 sought to interest 
her in the topic on which we met, and 
which she had -so truly at heart. It was 
hopeless. She said she felt unable to go 
into it, and I was glad to get away. 

Again, she was in great difficulty as to 
the selection of a master for her working 
school at Kirby Mallory. It was necessa- 
ry for him to unite the very rarely united 
qualities for a thoroughly practical knowl- 
edge of the operations of agriculture and 
gardening with the education and informa- 
tion of an accomplished schoolmaster. 
She asked me to try and discover this 
earn arts for her. I knew exactly such a 
man in Nottinghamshire, who was at the 
•same time thoroughly honorable, trust- 
worthy, and fond of teaching. At her 
earnest request I prevailed on him to give 
up his then comfortable position aud 
accept her offer. For a time lie was 
everything in her ev*s that a Bgin an 1 a

But in itjft .1 ( ' m- 
ber, of two or three y* fellow 

wrote to in.* in the izmo-t saying 

that Lady Byron, without the slightest 
intimation of N-inu in any way dissatis- 
fied with him, or with his management of 
the school, had given hint notice to quit, 
lie had entreated her to let him know 
what was the cause of this sudden di mis- 
sal. She refused to give any. and he en- 
treated me to wrii" to her, and end avor 
to remove ,i*t displeasure, or to ascertain 
its cause. I felt, from what 1 had -e . a of 
Lady Byron before, that it was usele. s. I 
wrote to him, “Remember Lord Byron! 
If Lady Byron has taken into her head that 
you shall go, nothing will turn her. Go 
you must, and you had better prepare for 
it.” And the poor fellow, with a family 
of about five children, and his old situa- 
tion filled nn, turned out into the world 
to comparative rnirt. 

Now, apply the spirit of these facts to 
Lady Byron s separation from her hus- 
band, and to her conduct since. In all 
the accounts received from Lord Byron, 
by Lady Blessington, by Moore, by Cap- 
tain Medwin, Byron is made, on all occa- 
sions, and to the last, to assert that he 
never knew the cause why Lady Byron 
separated from him. Mrs. Stowe says 
that Byron in a manner drove her from his 
house. I believe, and all the accounts of 
this controversy bear that impression, 
that the simple fact was that Byron earn- 
estly urged her to go to her father and en- 
deavor to obtain money to get the sheriffs 
officers out of the house, which the an- 
nouncement of his having married a great 
heiress had brought upon him. On the 
way, Moore says on Byron’s authority, 
she wrote to him in an affectionately play- 
ful humor; and Captain Medwin, on By- 
ron’s authority too. -ays, opening her note 
with the phrase. "Dear Duck. I here 
can be little doubt that the cause of her 
altered conduct was from her father rep 
resenting that Byron would run through 
her fortune, and .she must leave him, back- 
ed up by some such odious story by Lady 
Noel, and her woman, Mrs. Chnrlomont, 
as Mrs. Stowe gives However, Byron as- 
serts that all his entreaties were vain to 
induce Lady Byron to u-sign a reason for 
her separation. 

Lady Byron has been highly praised for 
her silence on this subject, as a noble ret- 
icence, a refusal on her part to make 
charges against her husband, which would 
neCessasily stigmatize h<-r own child, and 
sequentlv her own grandchildren. But 
mark! No sooner was Byron dea l, hav- 
ing left a carefully written memoir in his 
own justification, than Lady Byron sought 
to buy this up. She. in fa^t, never ceased 
■ her exertions till she had procured the de- 
struction of her husband s own carefully 
prepared defense. No sooner was this ac- j 
J complished, no sooner had she stifled his , 
; posthumous cries for a fair hearing by the , 
public, than, if we are to believe Mrs. 
Stowe, she proceeds to blast his character 



0 all po.pevity, by not merely whispering 
H1 ? K ‘ charges of the most damning 
ami revolting nature, but she puts these 
rato writing What, 1 ask, then, is be- 
' i- o. the uo.ue reticence and for- 
bearance of Lady Byron? Can the 
English public, can any honorable person 
sanction tor a moment a proceeding of 
this nature? Can any one be allowed to 
destroy the evidence of their opponent? 
anil then proceed to utter the vilest charges 
against them? It is no question with me 
what may have been the amount of Lord By- 
ron's crimes; but I assort that the moment 
that Lady Byron deprived her deceased 
husband of the opportunity of self justifi- 
cation, she deprived herself of every right 
to advance fresh charges against him. 
Her lips and her pen were sealed up by 
the most inexorable justice from uttering 
not simply assertions without proof, as 
in the present ca^e, but even the- most 
thoroughly evidenced facts in the cause 
between them. This, I am certain, will 
be the ultimate verdict of the British pub- 
lic, or it must abandon the noble spirit of 
equity which has distinguished it in every 
age of its national existence. It would do 
this in the case of its meanest citizen, 
much more in that of one of its erring but 
most illustrious poets.

THE OPENING or THE FALL TRADE 

Activity in General Kn?ine«« Preface 
.lloicmfiilH nn«l «'roi» Propped*. 

From the N. Y. Express, 14th. 

The South and West are largely repre- 
sented at the city hotels by merchants in 
every branch of business, and those sec- 
tions of our city in which are located the 
wholesale merchants, present a lively as- 
pect. -The steamship and railroad lines 
are pressed with freight, m«>re especially 
those leading South. The most remark- 
able feature in general trade, thus far, is 
that the Southern merchants are again the 
best customers which our city jo! fliers 
have. The line of goods, however, which 
i he Seath now buys differs very materially 
from oiden times. In dry goods the South- 
ern merchants generally purchase only 
staple and plain fabrics, having totally ig- 
nored the costly and flashy styles which 
characterized their bill previous to the 
rebellion. 

Again, in regard to tilling tbe soil, a 
wonderful revolution has taken place iu 
the Southern States. The Southern 
planter now buys only the improved agri- 
cultural implement ,, and the crops of the 
South are raise 1 upon the sam** scientific 
principles as those of the North and 
West. By this m-mns the cost of produc- 
tion has been lessened end the profits of 
the planters increased. The South, 
in fact, has been transformed from 
a life of indolence to a life of industry 
and economy, and therefore the wealth of 
the Southern States ha# been largely in- 
creased within the past two years. In 
fact, the Southern States have been raised 
from abject poverty to independence and 
wealth. If is easy to see the reason why 
Southern buyers arc now so generally 
courted by the New York City merchants. 
The South produces the only staple which 
always commands gold in the markets of 
Europe, and which the civilized world eaa- 
not dispense with. The Southern people 
know this fact well, and they are now 
among the closest buyers of jtoods in this 
market. The Southern purchases in this 
city la«t season, which were largely for 
cash, undoubtedly saved the New York 
merchants from a most disastrous season. 
Their purchases thus far this fall have 
been the chief cause of the present activi- 
ty in trade. The speculative movements 
in grain at the West during the past two 
years have brought disaster to those en- 
gaged in tb^m, and finally resulted iu loss 
to producers, who are in debt to the coun- 
try storekeepers. Thus the New York 
merchants suffer from the inability of the 
Western merchants to liquidate old debts, 
and consequently Western credits have to 
be reduced. This will aeeouut for the dis- 
crepancy at this point between the pur- 
chases of the South and West.

EUROPE. 

Prim’s Interview with Napoleon. 

The Revolution in Cuba the Sub- 
ject. 

Napoleon Advises Prim to Give 
I p Cuba. 

New York, September 17. 

The Herald's Paris special of the 17th, 
says that Gen. Prim e second and latest 
audience with Napoleon was of an hour s 
duration. The subject matter of the con- 
versation afforded cause for very consid- 
erable outside speculation. 

It has been pretty accurately ascertain- 
ed to-day that the situation in Cuba, the 
revolution and chances of its repression, 
as well as the probable future of the 
island, as regard- its form of government 
and right of rule, were discussed. The 
Emperor advised an arnica tile arrange- 
ment between the Spanish authorities and 
Cabinet in Washington and the matter of 
the American desire for the acquisition 
of territory by purchase, adding toward 
the close of his remarks his opinion, to 
the effect that if war continued with its 
present attendant barbarities President 
Grant would be compelled to interfere be- 
tween the contending parties if only on 
behalf and for the cause of human- 
ity. General Prim replied that he 
wag himself personally willing to 
negotiate with the American authorities 
in the direction indicated by the rules of 
France, but that Spain has countrymen at 
large who are opposed to such a course. 
Napoleon, in reply, advised Gen. Prim 
and the Spaniards to imitate in this case 
his own example and give up Cuba just as 
he had given up Mexico before it was too 
late to do so with honor. 

Sickles has proposed a new plan of 
compromii-e on the Cuban subject. Spain 
is in an intense state ot excitement — 
blazing and boiling over, it may be said — 
on account of news from Cuba, the reports 
from Washington and Paris and the ad- 
herence of Sickles in Madrid to the policj’ 
of sell or perhaps lose. 

Ma drid, September 17. 

Via French Coble. 

A Herald special says that the candida- 
ture of the Duke of Geneva, son of King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy, for the throne 
of Spain, continues to be advocated very 
earnestly. His accession to the crown is 
regarded as probable. Should the plan be 
carried into effect the youthful King will 
be assisted by a regency composed of the 
Duke de Montepenzier, Marshals Serrano 
and Riverro. 

Five war frigates, with other vessels of 
the navv. are about to be dispatched to 
Cuba. They will, it is said, sail at an 

early day. 

NE W YO RK. 

No more Meddling with Caban All'nirs 
for the Preatni, 

New York, September 1-. 

It is stated that it is not the intention 
of the administration to push the settle- 
ment of the Cuban difficulty for the pres- 
ent. nor to do anything that would he like- 
ly to irritate Spain and provoke a war 
with her. Matters will probably be al- 
lowed to drift along as they have Wen 
doing, in the hope that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment will finally accept the Sickles 
propositisn.

The connection question, which wrs pending at ■ 
the time of adjournment onthenltrbt previous, 
was taken up. A scries of qulbbltigs similar to 
those which occupied etie time of tbc last session 
were commenced, and threatened for a tliq,e to 
prove disastrous to the success of the meeting-, 
but the President quickly put a 3>oo to It bv de- 
claring the substitute of Mr. Long In order, and 
directed It to be read, which was C.one.
